Erin has been fascinated by art as far back as she can 
remember. As a child, art was always the highlight of the 
school day. She knew from an early age that she would 
be an artist when she grew up. Upon graduating from 
Auburn University with a BFA in painting in 2000, the 
reality of being a full-time painter was a bit intimidating. 
After her first solo show at the Lyon’s Share Gallery in 
Fairhope, Alabama in 2001 , she realized painting could 
actually become her career. 

In Erin’s fifteen-plus years of painting, she has had nu- 
merous solo shows and has participated in many group 
exhibitions. Erin proudly sells her work through some 
of the finest galleries in the Southeast. The online retail- 
ers One Kings Lane and Urban Road (in Australia) carry 
quality reproductions of her work. Erin has received 
numerous awards for her art and has been featured on 
many blogs and in a variety of magazines. For many 
years, Erin has done commissioned work and has taught 
workshops, but for now is taking a hiatus from those 
ventures and is putting all of her efforts into raising her 
family and into creating the best, most authentic artwork 
she can. 

Her best advice for aspiring artists is to simply paint 
often and not fear mistakes. Mistakes in painting, espe- 
cially in oils and acrylics, can often be cultivated into 
something beautiful in the end. Discipline and persever- 
ance are key! 

Erin views each day as an adventure and a blessing! 
Being an artist never loses its appeal and continues to be 
such a fulfilling and exciting process. Painting five days a 
week for almost two decades has helped Erin make a lot 
of discoveries and hone her painting style. Her focus has 
always been on emphasizing contrast and variety within 
the composition while vividly capturing the light and 
color of her subject, whether it be in a still life, a 
landscape, a figurative piece or even the occasional 
abstract.

2015 Workshops in France, Italy, and the US 
The Joyful Leap 

One of the greatest pleasures we have here at Where Art Lives is sharing with you 
success stories of our member artists. CFAI member Nancy Medina 
(NancyMedina.com) of Flower Mound, Texas, has gained an international 
following for her painting workshops here in the US as well as abroad. 

This is quite a change of venue for Nancy, who left the corporate world a little over 
a year ago, saying goodbye to a directorship at a national magazine to follow her 
dream of painting and teaching. "One morning I had an epiphany," said Nancy. 
"Life is too short not to follow your bliss. Every day I wake up and I am so happy. 
Yes, I'm an artist. Yes, this is what I do for a living. I am a very lucky girl." 

In August Nancy will be taking students with her to Paris, Giverny, and some of the 
most beautiful villages in southern France. In June her traveling brush will paint 
Tuscany, Italy, during the height of poppy bloom. She and her students will tour 
Siena and the gardens and markets where some of the most famous artists in 
history pursued their own color journeys. 

Nancy's classes and videos feature an approach to painting that begins with clean, 
transparent color, and ends with the application of opaque colors. With students 
who work in oils, acrylics, and water based oils, she shares lessons on florals and 
landscapes, as well as multimedia classes in Europe and Sonoma, California. 

Nancy has been painting every day for over 7 years, despite balancing two careers 
for much of that time. Last year her classes attracted students from Singapore, 
Australia, Canada, and Kazakhstan, as well as from around the US. This month 
Nancy launched her fourth instructional video, a new print store, and a new Web 
site. "When you own your own business, you never stop working," she said, "but 
I love every moment of it. I find myself trying to rehabilitate friends who say they 
feel trapped in office jobs. I tell them to start a side business now, and, if they 
really love what they're doing, they will succeed. At some point, they may even be 
able to make the joyful leap as I did!"

1 small onion, chopped 
1/4 cup Zesty Italian Dressing 
1 lb ground turkey or beef 
1 can (15 oz) tomato sauce 

1 can (14.5 oz) diced tomatoes, undrained 
3/4 lb spaghetti, uncooked 

2 tbsp. Philadelphia Cream Cheese 

1/4 cup Parmesan Cheese (this is just for topping) 

Cook and stir onions in dressing in large skillet on medium heat for 5 minutes or 
until crips-tender. 

Add meat; cook on medium-high heat until browned, stirring frequently. Stir in 
tomato sauce and tomatoes. Bring to a boil; simmer on medium-low 15 minutes, stir- 
ring occasionally. (NOTE: I really like mine zesty so sometimes I do add more dress- 
ing after the initial step) 

Meanwhile, cook spaghetti as directed, omitting salt 

Remove sauce from heat. Add cream cheese; stir until melted. Drain spaghetti; place 
in large bowl and stir in sauce. Top with Parmesan.
